PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

ESTABLISHMENT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH DIRECTORS ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 38, Article IV, Sections 
38-70 through 38-89 of the Cook County Code are hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 38-70. Short Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Establishment of the Board of Health Directors 
Ordinance." 

Sec. 38-71. Declaration. 

(A) The President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners (the “President”) and the Board 
of Commissioners (the “Board”) hereby find and declare that: 

(1) The Cook County Public Health System (“CCPHS”): 

(a) Provides integrated health services with dignity and respect, regardless of a 
patient’s ability to pay; 

(b) Provides access to quality preventive, acute, and chronic health care for all 
the people of Cook County, Illinois (the “County”); 

(c) Provides high quality emergency medical services to all the people of the 
County; 

(d) Fulfills public health functions as dictated by the needs of the people of the 
County; 

(e) Provides health education for patients, and participates in the education of 
the next generation of health care professions; and 

(f) Engages in research which enhances its ability to meet the healthcare needs 
of patients. 

(2) In order to carry out its patient care and community service mission in an era of 
federal and state health care expenditure reductions, it is necessary that the CCPHS 
be able to take whatever actions are necessary to enable its continuation as a system 
which provides the finest possible quality of health care to the citizens of Cook 
County. 
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(3) The needs of the CCPHS, the people treated by the CCPHS, and the people of Cook 
County will, therefore, be best served if the CCPHS is operated by a Board of Health 
Directors (“BOHD”) charged with carrying out its mission (as defined below). 

(B) It is the purpose of this Ordinance to establish the BOHD, which will operate day-to- day 
functions of CCPHS pursuit to this Ordinance. The Board shall fund the BOHD and continue 
to fund the CCPHS until the Illinois General Assembly adopts a statute that creates the Cook 
County Public Health District (hereinafter referred to as “CCPHD”) with the authority to 
function as a separate unit of local government. Upon the creation of CCPHD, the 
President’s, the Board’s and BOHD’s rights and duties under this Ordinance shall terminate. 

Sec. 38-72. Definitions. 

For purposes of this Ordinance, the following words or terms shall have the meaning or construction 
ascribed to them in this Section: 

Board means the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

Board of Health Directors also referred to as BOHD, means the board of directors charged with operating 
the CCPHS in an effort to carry out the mission and programs of the CCPHS. 

BOHD see Board of Health Directors. 

Budget means the budget of the BOHD as defined in Sec. 38-83 of this Ordinance. 

CCPHD see Cook County Public Health District. 

CCPHS see Cook County Public Health System. 

CCPHS Facilities see Cook County Public Health System Facilities. 

Chairperson means the chairperson of the BOHD. 

Cook County Public Health District also referred to as CCPHD, means the unit of local government 
created, or to be created by action of the Illinois General Assembly, and empowered to provide a secure 
financial basis and sound financial management of the CCPHS. 

Cook County Public Health System also referred to as CCPHS, means the public health system comprised 
of the Bureau of Health and all healthcare facilities and services, including, but not limited to, John H. 
Stroger, Jr. Hospital, Oak Forest Hospital, Provident Hospital, Cermak Health Services, the Ambulatory 
and Community Health Network, the Cook County Department of Public Health System and the Ruth M. 
Rothstein CORE Center (collectively, the “CCPHS Facilities. 

Cook County Public Health System Facilities also referred to as CCPHS Facilities, means the collective 
reference to the facilities which comprise the CCPHS including, but not limited to, John H. Stroger, Jr. 
Hospital, Oak Forest Hospital, Provident Hospital, Cermak Health Services, the Ambulatory and 
Community Health Network, the Cook County Department of Public Health and the Ruth M. Rothstein 
CORE Center. 
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County means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

County Code means the Cook County Code of Ordinances. 

Director means a member of the BOHD. 

Financial Plan means the financial plan of the BOHD to be developed pursuant to Sec. 38-82 of this 
Ordinance. 

Fiscal Year means the fiscal year of the County. 

Ordinance means this “Establishment of the Board of Health Directors Ordinance. 

Person means any natural individual, firm, trust, estate, partnership, association, joint stock company, 
joint venture or joint venturer, corporation, limited liability company, municipal corporation or political 
subdivision of this state, or a receiver, trustee, conservator or other representative appointed by order of 
any court. 

President means the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

Sec. 38-73. Establishment of the BOHD. 

(A) The BOHD is hereby created and established. The BOHD shall not be an agency of the 
County and shall not be subject to administrative direction or control by any department, 
commission, board, bureau, or agency of the County, except as set forth below. 

(B) The BOHD and its existence shall continue until terminated by action or ordinance of the 
Board or by action taken by the Illinois General Assembly to create the CCPHD. 

Sec. 38-74. Mission of the BOHD. 

(A) It shall be the duty of the BOHD to carry out and fulfill the mission of the CCPHS. 

The BOHD shall accomplish the fulfillment of this duty by: 

(a) Continuing to provide integrated health services with dignity and respect, 
regardless of a patient’s ability to pay; 

(b) Continuing to provide access to quality primary, preventive, acute, and 
chronic health care for all the people of the County; 

(c) Continuing to provide high quality emergency medical services to all the 
people of the County; 

(d) Continuing to fulfill public health functions as dictated by the needs of the 
people of the County; 

(e) Continuing to provide health education for patients, and continuing to 
participate in the education of the next generation of health care professions; 
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(f) Continuing to engage in research which enhances the CCPHS’ ability to meet 
the healthcare needs of patients; 

(g) Ensuring efficacy in service delivery and sound fiscal management of all 
aspects of the CCPHS, including the collections of all governmental and 
private third party payers and other revenues; and 

(h) Ensuring that all operations of the CCPHS, especially contractual and 
personnel matters, are conducted free from any political interference and in 
accordance with the provisions of the Supplemental Relief Order and 
Consent Decree established in the federal civil litigation filed in the Northern 
District of Illinois under Case No.: 69 C 2145 and titled Shakman, et al v. 
The Democratic Organization, et al.', and all applicable law. 

(B) The BOHD shall also be responsible to the people of the County for the proper use of funds 
appropriated by the Board, the Congress of the United States, the General Assembly of 
Illinois, or any other source. 

Sec. 38-75. Nominating Committee. 

(A) A Nominating Committee shall be convened no later than 14 days after enactment of this 
Ordinance. This Nominating Committee shall include one person designated by each of the following 
organization as its representative: President Stroger’s Blue Ribbon Committee (who include Larry J. 
Goodman, MD, President and CEO of Rush Medical Center; Kathleen K. DeVine, President and CEO of 
St. Anthony Hospital; David S. Hefner, President of the University of Chicago Medical Center; Catherine 
A. Jacobson, CPA, Senior Vice President and CFO and Treasurer of Rush Medical Center; Valerie Jarrett, 
President and CEO of the Habitat Company; Eric E. Whitaker, MD, MPH, Director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health; Richard Jaffee, Chairman of Oil Dri Corporation of America; and Terry 
Mason, MD, FACS, Commissioner of the Chicago Department of Public Health), Civic Federation of 
Chicago, Civic Committee of the Commercial Club of Chicago, Chicago Urban League, Metropolitan 
Chicago Healthcare Council, Healthcare Financial Management Association, Suburban Primary 
Healthcare Council, Illinois Hispanic Doctors Association, SCI, Illinois Department of Public Health, 
Chicago Department of Public Health, Chicago Federation of Labor, and Association of Community 
Safety Net Hospitals. The Nominating Committee shall elect its chair from its own ranks and all decisions 
shall be by majority vote. The Nominating Committee shall recommend twenty (20) candidates for 
nomination and shall transmit their names to the President. The Nominating Committee shall summit 
twenty (20) candidates to the President no later than 30 days after the Nominating Committee convenes. 

(B) The President shall select nine (9) Directors from the list of twenty (20) submitted by the 
Nominating Committee. The President may reject all twenty (20) or a proportion of the candidates 
offered by the Nominating Committee and in such case the Nominating Committee shall offer twenty (20) 
additional candidates. 

Sec. 38-76. Members of the BOHD. 

(A) The BOHD shall be governed by nine (9) members, called Directors, which shall be 
responsible for the day-to-day operation of the CCPHS.

(1) The President shall select nine (9) Directors from the list of twenty (20) submitted by 
the Nominating Committee, thereafter the President shall receive advice and consent 
of each Director. 

(a) Of the nine (9) Directors first appointed: 

(i) Five (5) Directors shall serve a term of three (3) years; and 

(ii) Four (4) Directors shall serve a term of five (5) years. 

(b) After the expiration of the terms of each initial Director, all Directors 
subsequently appointed shall serve five (5) year terms and must possess the 
professional discipline (i.e., finance or administration) of his or her 
predecessor. 

(c) Each Director, whether initial or subsequent, shall hold office until a 
successor is appointed and qualified. Any Director shall be eligible for 
reappointment, but no Director shall be eligible to serve more than two 
consecutive frill terms. 

(2) The President shall fill vacancies of the BOHD in accordance with Sec. 38-76(A)(l) 
hereinabove. 

(a) A vacancy shall occur upon: 

(i) Resignation, 

(ii) Death, 

(iii) Conviction of a felony, or 

(iv) Removal from the office of Director, as set forth in Sec. 38-86(B). 

(b) Any Director who is appointed to fill a vacancy shall serve until the 
expiration of his predecessor’s term, and until his successor has been 
appointed as set forth in Sec. 38-76(A)(l)(c) hereinabove. 

(B) The BOHD, and its members, shall receive no compensation for such services but may be 
reimbursed for actual and necessary expenses while serving on the BOHD. 

(C) Directors may be removed as set forth in Sec. 38-86(B). 

Sec. 38-77. Reserved. 

Sec. 38-78. Meetings of the BOHD. 

(A) The President shall call the first meeting of the BOHD. Thereafter, the Directors shall 
prescribe the times and places for their meetings and the manner in which regular and special 
meetings may be called. 
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(B) Meetings shall be held on the call of the Chairperson, however, no less than eight meetings 
shall be held annually. 

(C) A majority of the Directors shall constitute a quorum. Actions of the BOHD shall require the 
affirmative vote of the majority of the total members of the BOHD. 

(D) The BOHD shall comply in all respects with “An Act in relation to meetings”, as now or 
hereafter amended, and found at 5 lECS 120/1, et seq. 

(1) To the extent feasible, the BOHD shall provide for and encourage participation by 
the public in the development and review of financial and healthcare policy. The 
BOHD shall hold public hearings as it may deem appropriate to the performance of 
any of its functions. The BOHD may designate one or more of its Directors or may 
appoint one or more hearing officers to preside over any public hearing. 

(2) The BOHD shall hold public hearings as it may deem appropriate to the performance 
of any of its functions. 

(3) Upon the request of the BOHD, the Board, until creation of the CCPHD, shall 
provide the facilities for and pay, by way of appropriation, the expense of any 
hearing conducted by the BOHD. 

(E) The BOHD shall be an Agency to which the “Eocal Records Act”, as now or hereafter 
amended, and found at 50 lECS 205/1, et seq., applies. 

(F) The BOHD may elect to hold an executive session for the consideration of any documents or 
data which are protected from disclosure pursuant to federal, state, and/or local law. 

Sec. 38-79. Chairperson/Officers of BOHD. 

(A) The President shall select the initial chairperson from among the BOHD’s members who shall 
serve a one year term and thereafter, the BOHD shall elect a chairperson from among its 
members annually thereafter. 

(1) The Chairman shall preside at meetings of the Directors. 

(2) Any Director may be elected to serve successive terms as chairperson. 

(B) The Directors may establish such offices and appoint such officers for the BOHD as they may 
deem appropriate. 

Sec. 38-80. General Powers of BOHD. 

(A) The BOHD shall exercise, over the CCPHS, final authority, as limited by the Illinois 
constitution, laws, and the County Code, including, but not limited to, this Ordinance. 

(B) The purposes of the BOHD’s limited final authority shall be to exercise administrative and 
managerial control over the CCPHS, and to furnish administrative and managerial assistance 
so the CCPHS can continue to provide quality integrated health services. 
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(C) The BOHD shall have following powers and responsibilities: 

(1) To incorporate a nonprofit corporation to be capitalized and controlled by the BOHD; 

(2) To have the duties, privileges, immunities, rights, liabilities, and disabilities of a body 
corporate and politic; 

(3) To have perpetual existence and succession; 

(4) To adopt, have, and use a seal and to alter the seal at its pleasure; 

(5) To sue and be sued; 

(6) To adopt and from time to time amend or repeal bylaws and rules and regulations 
consistent with the provisions of this Ordinance; 

(7) To appoint the Chief Executive Officer of the CCPHS (“CEO”), as set forth in Sec. 
38-81 hereinafter, and such agents, employees, and professional and business 
advisers as may from time to time be necessary in the BOHD’s judgment to 
accomplish the mission, purpose, and intent of this Ordinance, and to fix the 
compensation of such CEO, employees, agents, and advisers, and to establish the 
powers and duties of all such agents, employees, and other persons contracting with 
the BOHD; 

(8) To exercise oversight of the CEO; 

(9) To develop measures to evaluate the CEO’s performance, including the reporting of 
such measures to the President and the Board at six (6) month intervals; 

(10) To authorize the CEO to enter into contracts, execute all instruments, and do all 
things necessary or convenient in the exercise of the powers granted in this article; 

(11) To provide for its organization and internal management, including, but not limited 
to, the rights and powers to approve all personnel policies, consistent with existing 
state laws, county ordinances, personnel codes, collective bargaining agreements, and 
court orders; 

(12) To approve budgets concerning annual operations and capital planning and 
development, as necessary to promote sound financial management and to assure the 
continued operation of the CCPHS, subject to final approval of the President and the 
Board, or any subsequently created financial authority; 

(13) To contract for and to accept any gifts, grants, and loans of funds, property, or any 
other aid in any form from the federal government, the state, any state agency, or any 
other source, or any combination thereof, and to comply, subject to the provisions of 
this Ordinance, with the terms and conditions thereof; 

(14) To lend or otherwise transfer to the Board such sums of money as are not required for 
other purposes; 
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(15) To pay or order the payment of, as the case may be, the expenses of its operations; 

(16) To purchase, lease, trade, exchange, or otherwise acquire, maintain, hold, improve, 
repair, mortgage, lease, sell, and dispose of personal property, whether tangible or 
intangible, and any interest therein; and to purchase, lease, trade, exchange, or 
otherwise acquire real property or any interest therein, and to maintain, hold, 
improve, repair, mortgage, lease, and otherwise transfer such real property, so long as 
such transactions do not interfere with the mission of the authority as specified in 
section 38-74; and further provided that real property with a value equal to or greater 
than $100,000 shall be exempt from the provisions of this Section; 

(17) To make rules and regulations governing the use of its property and facilities, subject 
to agreements with or for the benefit of holders of the Board’s Obligations; 

(18) To acquire space; equipment; services, including, but not limited to, services of 
consultants for rendering professional and technical assistance and advice on matters 
within the BOHD’s power; supplies; and insurance necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this Ordinance; 

(19) To engage in joint ventures, or to participate in alliances, purchasing consortia, health 
insurance pools, or other cooperative arrangements, with any public or private entity; 

(20) To have and exercise all rights and powers necessary, convenient, incidental to, or 
implied from the specific powers granted in this Ordinance, including, but not limited 
to, the rights and powers to make and execute, or terminate, agreements, contracts, 
and other instruments with any Person, firm, corporation, municipality, state agency, 
county, or other entity, which specific powers shall not be considered as a limitation 
upon any power necessary or appropriate to carry out the mission, purposes, and 
intent of this Ordinance; 

(21) No part of the revenues or assets of the CCPHS shall inure to the benefit of, or be 
distributed to, any Director, officers of the BOHD, or any other private person or 
entity; except that the BOHD may make reasonable payments for expenses incurred 
on its behalf relating to any of its lawful purposes and the BOHD is also authorized 
and empowered to pay reasonable compensation for services rendered to or for its 
benefit relating to any of its lawful purposes. 


Sec, 38-81. CEO. 

(A) The BOHD shall appoint a CEO. 

(B) The CEO shall have the responsibility for: 

(1) Preparing and supervising the Budget and Financial Plan of the BOHD and CCPHS; 
and 

(2) Overseeing expenditures of the BOHD and the CCPHS. 
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(C) The CEO shall report to the BOHD. 

(D) The CEO may be granted the authority by the BOHD to hire a specific number of employees 
to assist in meeting immediate responsibilities. Conditions of employment for such personnel 
shall be subject to the provisions of Sec. 38-74-(A)(2)(h). 

Sec. 38-82. Financial Plans. 

(A) The BOHD shall not make expenditures unless it is consistent with the Financial Plan and 
Budget. 

(B) The BOHD shall develop, adopt and submit to the President and the Board, on or before one 
hundred eighty (180) days subsequent to the date of adoption of this Ordinance, for approval 
by the Board, an initial Financial Plan with respect to the remaining portion of the Fiscal Year 
ending in 2008 and for the two succeeding Fiscal Years. 

(C) The BOHD shall develop and adopt subsequent Financial Plans in accordance with this 
Section. 

(D) Beginning with the Fiscal Year beginning in 2011, and every second year thereafter, the 
BODH shall adopt a Financial Plan covering a period of 2 fiscal years. 

(E) After adoption by the BOHD, the BOHD shall submit each plan to the President and the 
Board for its approval not later than 30 days prior to the commencement of the first Fiscal 
Year to which the Financial Plan relates, except that the Financial Plan to be developed for 
the Fiscal Years beginning in 2011 and 2012 shall be submitted to the President and the 
Board within 90 days of the effective date of this Ordinance. The Board shall approve or 
reject the Financial Plan within 15 days of its receipt of the Financial Plan from the BOHD. 
No Financial Plan shall have force or effect without approval of the Board. Each Financial 
Plan shall be developed, submitted, approved and monitored in accordance with the following 
procedures: 

(1) The BOHD shall determine and submit to the President and the Board, at a time and 
in a manner prescribed by the President and the Board, estimates of revenues 
available to the BOHD during the period for which the Financial Plan is to be in 
effect. The Board shall approve, reject or amend the revenue estimates. In the event 
the BODH fails, for any reason, to submit to the President and the Board estimates of 
revenue as required by this paragraph, the Board may prepare such estimates. The 
Financial Plan submitted by the BOHD shall be based upon revenue estimates 
approved or prepared by the Board. As soon as practicable following the 
establishment of the BOHD, the President of the Board shall, at the request of the 
Chairperson of the BOHD, make available to the Chairperson of the BOHD copies of 
the audited financial statements and of the books and records of account of the 
CCPHS and the CCPHS Facilities for the preceding 5 fiscal years of the Board. 
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(2) Each Financial Plan for each Fiscal Year or part thereof to which it relates, shall 
contain: 

(a) A description of revenues and expenditures, provision for debt service, cash 
resources and uses, and capital improvements, each in such manner and detail 
as the President and the Board shall prescribe; 

(b) A description of the means by which the Budget will be brought into balance, 
in accordance with Sec. 38-83 of this Ordinance; and 

(c) Such other matters that the President and the Board, in their discretion, 
require. 

(d) The initial Financial Plan shall also include a description of the means by 
which any outstanding short-term indebtedness shall be paid or refunded by 
the BOHD. The President and the Board may prescribe any reasonable time, 
standards, procedures or forms consistent with this Section for preparation 
and submission of the Financial Plan. 

(3) The Board shall approve the, initial and each subsequent. Financial Plan if, in its 
judgment, the plan is complete, is reasonably capable of being achieved, and meets 
the requirements set forth in Sec. 38-82 of this Ordinance. After the BOHD submits 
the Financial Plan to the President and the Board, the Board shall approve or reject 
such Financial Plan within 45 days or such Financial Plan is deemed approved. 

(4) The BOHD shall report to the President and the Board, at such times and in such 
manner as the President and the Board may direct, concerning the BOHD’s 
compliance with each Financial Plan. The President and the Board may review the 
BOHD’s operations, obtain budgetary data and financial statements, require the 
BOHD to produce reports, and have access to any other information in the possession 
of the BOHD that the President and the Board deem relevant. The President and the 
Board may issue recommendations or directives within its powers to the BOHD to 
assure compliance with the Financial Plan. The BOHD shall produce such budgetary 
data, financial statements, reports and other information and comply with such 
directives. 

(5) After approval of each Financial Plan, the BOHD shall regularly reexamine the 
revenue and expenditure estimates on which it was based and revise them as 
necessary. The BOHD shall promptly notify the President and the Board of any 
material change in the revenue or expenditure estimates in the Financial Plan. The 
BOHD may submit to the President and the Board, or the President and the Board 
may require the BOHD to submit, modified Financial Plans based upon revised 
revenue or expenditure estimates or for any other good reason. The Board shall 
approve or reject each modified Financial Plan pursuant to paragraph (D)(3) of this 
Section. 
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Sec. 38-83. Budget. 

(A) The BOHD shall develop, adopt and submit to the President and the Board, on or before one 
hundred eighty (180) days subsequent to the date of adoption of this Ordinance, for approval 
by the Board, a revised Budget for the remaining portion of the Fiscal Year ending in 2008 
and, thereafter, an annual Budget for each Fiscal Year. After adoption by the BOHD, the 
BOHD shall submit each Budget to the President and the Board for its approval not later than 
60 days prior to the commencement of the Fiscal Year to which the Budget relates. The 
Board shall approve or reject the Budget in the manner required by state law, found at 55 
lECS 5/6-2400, et seq. No Budget shall have force or effect without approval of the Board. 
Each Budget shall be developed, submitted, approved and monitored in accordance with the 
following procedures: 

(1) Each Budget submitted by the BOHD shall be based upon revenue estimates 
approved or prepared by the Board. 

(2) Each Budget shall contain such information and detail as may be prescribed by the 
President and the Board. The President and the Board may also prescribe any 
reasonable time, standards, procedures or forms for preparation and submission of the 
Budget. Any deficit for the Fiscal Year ending in 2008 and for any Fiscal Year 
thereafter shall be included as a current expense item for the succeeding Fiscal Year. 

(3) The Board shall approve each Budget if, in its judgment, the Budget is complete, is 
reasonably capable of being achieved, and will be consistent with the Financial Plan 
in effect. After the BOHD submits the Budget to the President and the Board, the 
Board shall approve or reject such Budget within 45 days or such Budget is deemed 
approved. 

(4) For any Fiscal Year, the Board may approve a provisional budget that will satisfy the 
provisions of paragraph (A)(3) above if the amount appropriated therein for all 
spending for operations shall not at any time, on an annualized basis, exceed an 
Expenditure Eimitation established by the President and the Board. The President and 
the Board may establish and enforce, such monitoring and control measures as the 
President and the Board deem necessary to assure that the commitments, obligations, 
expenditures, and cash disbursements of the Board continue to conform on an 
ongoing basis with any Expenditure Eimitation. No commitment, contract, or other 
obligation of the BOHD in excess of the Expenditure Eimitation shall be legally 
binding, and any member of the BOHD, or officer, employee or agent thereof, who 
violates the provisions of this Section shall be subject to the provisions of the County 
Code. An Expenditure Eimitation established by the President and the Board shall 
remain in effect for that Fiscal Year or until revoked by the President and the Board. 

(5) The BOHD shall report to the President and the Board at such times and in such 
manner as the President and the Board may direct, concerning the BOHD’s 
compliance with each Budget. The President and the Board may review the BOHD's 
operations, obtain budgetary data and financial statements, require the BOHD to 
produce reports, and have access to any other information in the possession of the 
BOHD which the President and the Board deem relevant. The President and the 
Board may issue recommendations or directives within its powers to the BOHD to 
assure compliance with the Budget. The BOHD shall produce such budgetary data, 
financial statements, reports and other information and comply with such directives. 
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(6) After approval of each Budget, the BOHD shall promptly notify the President and the 
Board of any material change in the revenue or expenditure estimates in the Budget. 
The BOHD may submit to the President and the Board, or the President and the 
Board may require the BOHD to submit, a supplemental Budget. The Board shall 
approve or reject each supplemental Budget pursuant to paragraph (A)(3) of this 
Section. 

Sec. 38-84. Disclosure of Interests Required. 

(A) Any Director, employee, officer, agent, and professional or business adviser of the BOHD 
who has direct or indirect interest in any contract or transaction with the BOHD, shall 
disclose this interest to the President, the Board, and the BOHD. 

(B) This interest shall be set forth in the minutes of the BOHD, and the Director, employee, 
officer, agent, and professional or business advisor having such interest shall not participate 
on behalf of the BOHD in the authorization of any such contract or transaction. 

Sec. 38-85. Annual Report of BOHD. 

(A) The BOHD shall submit to the President and the Board, within six (6) months after the end of 
the fiscal year, a report which shall set forth a complete and detailed operating and financial 
statement of the CCPHS during such year. 

(B) Included in the report shall be any recommendations with reference to additional legislation 
or other action which may be necessary to carry out the mission, purpose, and intent of the 
BOHD. 

Sec. 38-86. Limitation of BOHD/Powers Reserved. 

(A) On and after the effective date of this Ordinance, the President and the Board shall have no 
further control over the operation of the CCPHS, except for the power of the President and 
the Board to appoint or remove the members of the BOHD and those powers reserved to the 
President and the Board as set forth below. 

(B) Any Director may be removed for incompetence, malfeasance, neglect of duty, or any cause 
which renders the Director unfit for the position after written notice has been provided to the 
Director by the President, or one-third (1/3) of the members of the Board, stating the specific 
grounds which constitute cause for removal and upon providing the Director an opportunity 
to be heard. 

(C) The President and the Board may conduct Financial and managerial audits of the BOHD and 
the CCPHS. 

(1) The President and the Board may examine the business records and audit the 
accounts of the BOHD or CCPHS or require that the BOHD examine its business 
records and audit its accounts at such time and in such manner as the President and 
the Board may prescribe. The BOHD shall appoint a certified public accountant 
annually, approved by the President and the Board, to audit the CCPHS’ financial 
statements. 
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(2) The President and the Board shall initiate and direct financial and managerial 
assessments and similar analyses of the operations of the BOHD and CCPHS, as may 
be required by this Section or as may, in the judgment of the President and the Board, 
assure sound and efficient financial management of the BOHD and the CCPHS. 

(3) The President and the Board shall initiate and direct a management audit of the 
CCPHS at least once every 2 years. The audit shall review the personnel, 
organization, contracts, leases, and physical properties of the CCPHS to determine 
whether the BOHD is managing and utilizing its resources in an economical and 
efficient manner. The audit shall determine the causes of any inefficiencies or 
uneconomical practices, including inadequacies in internal and administrative 
procedures, organizational structure, uses of resources, utilization of real property, 
allocation of personnel, purchasing policies, and equipment. 

(4) The President and the Board may direct the BOHD to reorganize the financial 
accounts, management and budgetary systems of the BOHD or CCPHS in whatever 
manner the President and the Board deem appropriate to achieve greater financial 
responsibility and to reduce financial inefficiency. 

(D) No contract or other obligation shall be entered into by the BOHD unless it is consistent with 
the Financial Plan and Budget in effect. No multi-year employment contract or collective 
bargaining agreement authorized or entered into shall, with respect to any terms and 
provisions thereof which are operative after expiration of the first year of any such contract or 
agreement, be deemed inconsistent with any Financial Plan and Budget at any time in effect; 
provided, however, that any terms and provisions of a contract or agreement which would 
increase expenditures for salaries, benefits or other forms of compensation after the 
expiration of the first year of such contract or agreement shall be contingent upon the 
attainment of sufficient available revenues, considering all necessary expenditures, to support 
such increases. 

(E) The BOHD shall not hire or appoint any person in any position in the CCPHS unless it is 
consistent with the Financial Plan and Budget in effect. 

(F) The BOHD shall be subject to audit in the manner now or hereafter provided for the audit of 
County funds and accounts. A copy of the audit report shall be submitted to the President, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Board, the Chairman of the Health & Hospitals 
Committee, and the Director of the County Office of the Auditor. 

Sec. 38-87. Limitation of Actions after Abolition of BOHD/Indemnification. 

(A) Abolition of the BOHD shall bar any remedy available against the BOHD, its Directors, 
employees, or agents, for any right or claim existing, or any liability incurred, prior to such 
abolition unless the action or other proceeding thereon is commenced prior to the expiration 
of 2 years after the date of such abolition. 
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(B) The BOHD may indemnify any Director, officer, employee, or agent who was or is a party, 
or is threatened to be made a party to any threatened, pending or completed action, suit or 
proceeding, whether civil, criminal, administrative or investigative by reason of the fact that 
he was a Director, officer, employee or agent of the BOHD, against expenses (including 
attorneys' fees), judgments, fines and amounts paid in settlement actually and reasonably 
incurred by him in connection with such action, suit or proceeding, if he acted in good faith 
and in a manner he reasonably believed to be in, or not opposed to the best interests of the 
BOHD and the CCPHS and, with respect to any criminal action or proceeding, had no 
reasonable cause to believe his conduct was unlawful. The termination of any action, suit or 
proceeding by judgment, order, settlement, conviction, or upon a plea of nolo contendere or 
its equivalent, shall not, of itself, create a presumption that the person did not act in good 
faith in a manner which he reasonably believed to be in or not opposed to the best interest of 
the BOHD or the CCPHS, and, with respect to any criminal action or proceeding, had 
reasonable cause to believe that his conduct was unlawful. 

(1) To the extent that a Director, officer, employee or agent of the BOHD has been 
successful, on the merits or otherwise, in the defense of any such action, suit or 
proceeding referred to in this subsection or in defense of any claim, issue or matter 
therein, he shall be indemnified against expenses (including attorney's fees) actually 
and reasonably incurred by him in connection therewith. 

(2) Any such indemnification shall be made by the BOHD only as authorized in the 
specific case, upon a determination that indemnification of the Director, officer, 
employee or agent is proper in the circumstances because he has met the applicable 
standard of conduct. Such determination shall be made: 

(a) By the BOHD by a majority vote of a quorum consisting of Directors who 
are not parties to such action, suit or proceeding, 

(b) If such a quorum is not obtainable, or, even if obtainable, a quorum of 
disinterested Directors so directs, by independent legal counsel in a written 
opinion. 

(3) Reasonable expenses incurred in defending an action, suit or proceeding shall be paid 
by the BOHD in advance of the final disposition of such action, suit or proceeding, as 
authorized by the BOHD in the specific case, upon receipt of an undertaking by or on 
behalf of the Director, officer, employee or agent to repay such amount, unless it 
shall ultimately be determined that he is entitled to be indemnified by the BOHD as 
authorized in this Section. 

(4) Any Director, officer, employee or agent against whom any action, suit or proceeding 
is brought may employ his or her own attorney to appear on his or her behalf 

(5) The right to indemnification accorded by this Section shall not limit any other right to 
indemnification to which the Director, officer, employee or agent may be entitled. 
Any rights hereunder shall inure to the benefit of the heirs, executors and 
administrators of any Director, officer, employee or agent of the BOHD. 
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(6) The BOHD may purchase and maintain insurance on behalf of any person who is or 
was a Director, officer, employee or agent of the BOHD against any liability asserted 
against him and incurred by him in any such capacity, or arising out of his status as 
such, whether or not the BOHD would have the power to indemnify him against such 
liability under the provisions of this Section. 

Sec. 38-88. Board Retains Authority to Enact Ordinances. 

(A) The Board expressly reserves its plenary legislative authority relating to the CCPHS, 
including, but not limited to, the authority to enact ordinances relating thereto. 

(B) Any contract or obligation of the BOHD is expressly subject to the provisions of this Section, 
and the parties to such contract or obligation shall not assert such contract or obligation as a 
bar to the Board’s exercise of legislative authority relating to the CCPHS. 

See. 38-89. Application of the Office of Independent Inspector General Ordinance. 

(A) The BOHD, the CEO, the CCPHS and all their directors, officers, employees or agents shall 
be subject to all of the provisions of the County Code, including but not limited to the Office 
of the Independent Inspector General Ordinance. 

Sec. 38-90. Severability. 

(A) Any provision of this Ordinance declared to be unconstitutional or otherwise invalid shall not 
impair the remaining provisions of this Ordinance.

AMENDMENTS TO THE COUNTY CODE OF ORDINANCES CONCERNING 
THE PURCHASING AGENT’S INCREASE IN AUTHORIZATION 
FROM $25,000.00 TO $100,000.00 INCLUDING RELATED CHANGES TO GENERAL 
DEFINITIONS AND THE MINORITY- AND WOMEN- OWNED ENTERPRISE ORDINANCE 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter I General Provisions, 
Section 1-2, Chapter 34 Finance, Article IV Procurement and Contracts, Division 1 Generally, Sections 
34-121, 34-125, 34-151 and Section 34-277 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 
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CHAPTER 1 GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Sec. 1-3. Definitions and rules of construction. 

Department. The term "Department" means a department which is a part of the government of 
the County of Cook, Illinois and shall include an agency which is a part of the government of the County 
of Cook, Illinois. However, for the purposes of Chapter 34, Article IV, The term "Department" means 
one of the entries listed in the Index of Departments contained in the Annual Appropriation Bill. 

CHAPTER 34 FINANCE 

ARTICLE IV, PROCUREMENT AND CONTRACTS 
DIVISION I. GENERALLY 

Sec. 34-121. Contracts for supplies, material and work. 

All contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and contractual services for the County of 
Cook shall be let as provided in this Article IV. All contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and 
contractual services for Cook County, including the separately elected Officials, which involve an 
expenditure of more than $100,000.00 or more shall be approved by the Board of Commissioners and 
signed by the President of the Board, the County Purchasing Agent and the Comptroller. All contracts for 
supplies, materials, and equipment and contractual services for Cook County, including the separately 
elected Officials, which involve an expenditure of less than $100,000.00 shall be approved by the 
Purchasing Agent; however, all contracts for supplies, materials and equipment and contractual services 
for Cook County, including the separately elected Officials, shall also require Board approval in 
circumstances where the aggregate of expenditures to the same vendor, within the same fiscal year, add 
up to, or equal an amount greater than, $100,000.00. Supplies shall be issued only on the requisition of 
the responsible officers of the County, institutions now or hereafter established by law, approved by the 
County Purchasing Agent by a Department within the County, or any separately elected official, to the 
same vendor for the same, or substantially the same, supplies, materials, equipment or contractual 
services within the same fiscal year equal a sum of $100,000,00 or more . 

Sec. 34-125. No delegation of power to act for expenditure e xc ee ding $25,000.00 of $100, 000.00 
or more . 

No officer of the County, or other person, shall incur any indebtedness on behalf of the County 
unless first authorized by the County Board: provided, however, that the Purchasing Agent shall have the 
authority to approve purchases in an amount less than $100,000.00 without Board approval. The County 
Board shall have no power or authority to delegate to any committee or other person or persons the 
"power to act," when such "power to act" shall involve the letting of any contract or the expenditure of 
public money exceeding in the sum amount of $25,000.00 $100,000.00 or more except in the following 
instances: the payment of public utility bills and the payment of rent, pursuant to the provisions of a lease 
previously approved by the County Board, payment of insurance premiums, agreements and other 
documents necessary to carry out grant-funded projects or other board authorized transactions. Any action 
of the Board, or of any committee thereof, or of any other person or persons in violation of this section 
shall be null and void. No money shall be appropriated or ordered paid by the County Board, beyond in 
the sum amount of $25,000.00 $100,000.00 or more unless such appropriation shall have been authorized 
by a vote of the majority of the members elected to the County Board. No officer of the County, or other 
person shall incur any indebtedness on behalf of the County in the amount over $25,000.00, unless first 
authorized by the County Board. The Purchasing Agent shall have the authority to approve purchase 
requisitions in an amount not exceeding $25,000.00 without Board approval. 
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DIVISION 2. CONTRACT PROCUREMENT 
Sec. 34-151. Purchase procedures and competitive bidding. 

The purchases of and contracts for supplies, materials, equipment and contractual services and all 
sales of personal property which has become obsolete or unusable shall be based on competitive sealed 
bids in accordance with this Section 34-151 and the additional procedures set forth in Section 34-153, or 
shall be based on competitive requests for proposals or requests for qualifications as provided in Section 
34-152, unless designated as charitable donations pursuant to Subsection 34-153(f). No purchases, 
orders, or contracts of $25,000.00 $100,000.00 or more shall be made unless authorized by the County 
Board. All sales of obsolete or unusable material, property, or equipment shall be made to the highest 
bidder, except as provided for in Section 34-153. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if a governmental 
agency similar in size or larger than the County has awarded a bid to a vendor for the same or similar 
supplies, materials, equipment or contractual services as that sought by the County, the Purchasing Agent, 
in his or her discretion, is authorized to purchase the supplies, materials, equipment or contractual 
services from that vendor at the awarded bid price without having to issue a bid for the supplies, 
materials, equipment or contractual services as provided in this Section 34-151. 

(a) Purchases and Contracts for $25,000.00 or of less than $100.000.00 . Purchases and 
contracts for supplies, materials, equipment and contractual services and sales of personal property which 
has become obsolete or unusable and has a value of $25,000.00 or less than $100.000.00 . as estimated by 
the Purchasing Agent, shall be made in accordance with this Subsection (a). Purchases, excluding 
professional services, having a cost of $750.00 or less may be made with "petty cash" in the open market. 
All purchases greater than $750.00 and less than $25,000.00 $100,000.00 may be made in the open 
market by competitive quotations on the open market without publication in a newspaper as provided 
below, but whenever practical shall be based on at least three informal competitive bids such quotations . 

(b) Purchases and Contracts exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more: Authorization to 
advertise for bids. The Using Department or elected official shall be responsible for requesting that the 
Board of Commissioners authorize the advertisement of a competitive bid. 

(c) Purchases and Contracts exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more: Advertisement for 
bids. Upon authorization from the Board of Commissioners, the Purchasing Agent shall publish the 
advertisement at least once in a secular newspaper of general circulation within Cook County and at least 
five calendar days before the final date of submitting bids. Purchasing shall also post notification of the 
competitive bid on the Purchasing Agent's page of Cook County's web-site, located at 
www.cookCountygov/purchasing.com and on the Purchasing Office bulletin board in accordance with the 
provisions of Subsection 34-153(a). Such notices shall include a general description of the commodities 
or contractual services to be purchased or personal property, equipment or other property to be sold and 
shall state where all blanks and specifications may be obtained and the time and place for the opening of 
bids. The County Purchasing Agent may also send requests by mail to prospective suppliers. 

(d) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more : Development and 
approval of specifications and contract terms. The Using Department or Elected Official shall provide to 
the Purchasing Agent draft contract documents which shall include a description of the services or 
supplies to be procured, any minimum bidder qualifications, a description of the environment within 
which a successful bidder will be required to perform a site inspection, cost proposal information and any 
other information requested by the Purchasing Agent in order to prepare and finalize the bid 
specifications and contract documents. The Purchasing Agent may revise the draft documents prior to 
finalizing and issuing the contract documents. 
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(e) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding — $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more: Pre-bid 
conferences. The Using Department or Elected Official shall include the details of any pre-bid 
conferences in the draft contract documents submitted to the Purchasing Agent. Any changes to the date, 
time or place of a pre-bid conference must be communicated in writing, not less than five business days, 
prior to originally scheduled Bid Opening to the Office of the Purchasing Agent, the Purchasing Agent 
will issue an Addendum to all entities or persons registered as having picked up a Bid Package by the 
Office of the Purchasing Agent. 

(f) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more; Requests for 
information, clarifications or exceptions to contract documents. As provided in the Instructions to 
Bidders, all requests for information, clarification or exceptions submitted by bidders must be directed in 
writing only to the Purchasing Agent, not less than five business days prior to the Bid Opening. Upon 
receipt of such a request, the Purchasing Agent's Office will determine if a response will be provided. If a 
Using Department or Elected Official receives a written inquiry, it shall be forwarded to the Purchasing 
Agent immediately. If the Using Department or Elected Official receives an oral inquiry, the prospective 
bidder shall be referred to the Instructions to Bidders which require that all inquiries be submitted in 
writing to the Purchasing Agent. 

(g) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more; Communications 
with bidders during bid process. From the time a Bid Package is made available until the 
recommendation for award of the contract is approved by the Board, all communications from bidders 
must be directed in writing to the Purchasing Agent. However, bidders may communicate with the 
County's Office of Contract Compliance relative to the submission of information regarding proposed 
minority and women owned business enterprise participation in the contract. All responses to inquiries 
regarding the status of a bid evaluation or award shall be provided by the Office of the Purchasing Agent 
in accordance with approved procedures. 

(h) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more : Communication 
between bidders. From the time a Bid Package is made available to bidders until the recommendation for 
award of the contract is approved by the Board, no bidder shall communicate with another bidder 
regarding the subject matter of the procurement, with the sole exception of communications a bidder may 
have with a minority or women owned business enterprise to meet requirements of minority or women 
owned business enterprise goals. Such quotations shall not be solicited or provided in a manner that 
discloses or requires the disclosure of the amount of a prospective bid. 

(i) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more . Bids to conform to 
conditions in advertisements. 

(1) The County Board will not entertain or consider any bid; 

a. Received after the exact time for submission of bids specified in the 
advertisement for bids, except as may be extended in an Addendum issued to all 
bidders by the Purchasing Agent; 

b. Not accompanied by the required certified check, bid deposit, or bid bond; 

c. Not accompanied by the affidavits, certifications or economic disclosure 
statements required to be submitted pursuant to this article; or 

d. Which in any other way fails to fully comply with the terms and conditions as 
stated in the advertisement for bids. 
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(2) No bid may be changed, amended, or supplemented in any way after the exact time for 
submission of bids specified in the advertisement for bids. Any bidder that cancels, 
withdraws or modifies its bid after the bid opening will result in the bidder being 
deemed unqualified and will prohibit said bidder from receiving a County contract for a 
period of one year from the date of bid opening. No certified check, bid deposit, or bid 
bond may be accepted after the exact time for submission of bids specified in the 
advertisement for bids. 

(j) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000-00 or more : Examination and 
tallying of bids. All bids shall be opened and tallied at a time predetermined by the President, who shall 
appoint a member of the County Board to preside and witness the conduct of the reading and announcing 
in public of all bids before all who desire to attend. The bids shall then be reported to the County Board 
at the next meeting after the opening thereof If it is evident that only one qualified bid has been 
submitted with respect to a particular contract, no bid envelope is opened and any sealed bid(s) shall be 
returned to the bidder(s) via certified mail unopened. The Clerk announces this fact and that the 
Purchasing Agent will thereafter determine whether to re-issue the solicitation of competitive bids as a 
result. If it is determined that an error was made in announcing the bid or there was a failure to read all 
bids into the record, the Purchasing Agent shall notify the Commissioner who presided over the Bid 
Opening and the Clerk of the Board of the need to reconvene the Bid Opening to correct the record. As 
soon as reasonably possible, the Bid Opening is reconvened for the purpose of correcting the record. 

(k) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more : Evaluation of bids. 
Immediately after the Bid Opening, a post bid meeting is scheduled wherein the Using Department and 
Contract Compliance reviews bids for technical specifications and minority business enterprise/women 
business enterprise requirements. Upon notification of a recommended vendor from using the 
Department and Contract Compliance, the Office of the Purchasing Agent prepares the pre-award bids 
report and posts said report on the County's web-site and on the bulletin board outside the Purchasing 
Agent's Office. The time intervals required to evaluate bids are not always predictable. Bidders are 
responsible for monitoring the web-site or, if they lack web access, for calling the Office of the 
Purchasing Agent on Mondays after 12:00 noon at (312)603-5370 to determine whether a 
recommendation for award will be posted during the upcoming week. 

(l) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more: Bid protest 
procedure. Any bidder who has reason to believe that the bidder identified in the posted recommendation 
for award is not entitled to be awarded the contract, or who has a complaint about the bid process, may 
submit a written bid protest, in writing, directed to the Purchasing Agent. Such protest may be submitted 
at any time prior to the announcement of the recommended bidder, but no later than three business days 
after the date upon which the recommendation for award is posted on the County's web-site and on the 
Purchasing Agent's bulletin board. The bid protest must state with specificity the basis upon which the 
bidder believes that the recommendation for award is erroneous, or the basis upon which the bidder 
believes the bid procedure was unfair, including a statement of how the alleged unfairness prejudiced the 
protesting bidder. A bidder who could have submitted a request for exception, clarification or 
information prior to bid opening but failed to do so shall not be entitled to protest a bid on the basis of 
insufficient information or clarity after the bids have been opened. 

(m) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more : The Purchasing 
Agent shall decide all bid protests. When a protest has been submitted, the Purchasing Agent shall defer 
presentation of a recommendation for award to the Board's Finance Committee until the bid protest has 
been decided.

(n) Purchases and Contracts Exceeding $25,000.00 of $100,000.00 or more: Contract award 
and execution. The final recommendation for award shall be transmitted to the Board, through its Finance 
Committee, for approval of the recommendation for award and execution of a contract with the approved 
bidder. The Purchasing Agent shall ensure that all required certifications are executed and all due 
diligence is performed prior to the request to award and execute the contract.
